EMIL SENNINGER COMMITTED 
SUICIDE ON BROADWAY. 


BEEN DRINKING TO EXCESS. 


His Wife Went Into the Barn and 
Found Him Dangling From 
a Rope. 


Emil Senninger, aged 34 years, hanged 
himself Saturday morning in a stable in the 
rear’ of his residence, 3908 South Broadway. 
When found by his wife the body was stiff 
and cold. 

Senninger had a paint and wall paper 
store at that number, and lived with his 
wife and three children on the second floor. 

Business has been fair the past month and 
Mrs. Senninger can ascribe no motive for 
the deed other than that her husband was 
crazed by liquor. 

For several weeks he has left his work 
entirely in charge of employes and’ has 
spent his time drinking. The wife's appeals 
to straighten up and attend to business were 
unheeded. ‘ 

Friday he kept sober and spent that even- 
ing, the first for weeks, at home with his 
family. He was apparently cheerful and 
chatted with the children until 9 o’clock, 
when he retired. 

Mrs. Senninger was aroused shortly after 
4 o'clock Saturday morning by her husband 
moving about the room. She said nothing to 
him, and a few minutes later he left the 
house. 

It was his custom every morning to go to 
a saloon across the street to read the Ger- 
man paper and no particular attention was 
paid to his absence at the breakfast table. 

At 7 o’clock he had not returned and Mrs. 
Senninger and her 7-year-old son Emil in- 
stituted a search. The saloon and store 
were visited, and then attention was turned 
to the stable. 

When the wife opened the door to tthe loft 
she encountered the corpse of her 
husband, suspended from the ceiling by a 
piece of clothes line passed around his neck. 
She.called hig name and then ran to the 


 Gdangling body. It was cold and clammy. 


The neck and face were already growing 
dark. 

Her cries for assistance brought Daniel 
"Schmidt of 3915 South Broadway and Lorenz 
Padberg of 3903 South Broadway. They 
cut the body down and summoned the po- 
lice. 

From the position of the body Senninger 
had evidently mounted an void table, at- 
tached the rope tu a joist and leaped. 

His feet were but two inches from the 
floor. Deputy Coroner Gast viewed the re- 
mains, and pronounced it suicide from 
strangulation. 

It is believed Senninger had contemplated. 
taking his life since the first of the week. 
Tuesday he carefully read all accounts of 
the three legal hangings, and asked his wife 
what she would do if he were found dead 
some morning. ‘

DANGER OF INSURRECTION AND 
DISEASE. 


THREE MEN IN SOME CELLS. 


There Are 341 Prisoners in a Prison 
Built to Accommodate 150 
With Comfort. 


Never before in the history of the St. 
Louis Jail was that institution so crowded 
with prisoners.as it is at present. The 
Jailer is in a quandary, as the jail is taxed 
away beyond its utmost capacity, and if the 
influx of prisoners continues at its present 
rate the Jailer will be face to face with a 
most serious problem, 

There are 150 cells in the jail, ranged 


three tiers. Of these cells five are constant- 
ly in uso for other purposes than the ac- 


commodation of prisoners, being pressed 
into service as bathrooms, pantry, etc. The 
cells are built to accommodate two prison- 
ers each at a pinch. At present there are 
341 prisoners confined in gail, and in order 
to accommodate this vast throng it has 
been found necessary to crowd three pris- 
oners into fifty of these cells. 

There is a good deal of complaint among 
the prisoners who afte compelled to herd 
thus closely together, and there is grave 
danger that the health of the inmates may 
be seriously impaired by their confinement 
in the close, fetid atmosphere. The Dis. 

ensary physicians who look after the 
health of the prisoners have taken extra 
precautions to insure a sanitary condition 
in the jail. At present the average health 
of the jail inmates is good. 

Besides the dangers to be feared from an 
outbreak of contagion or disease in jail, 
there is also the danger of a possible in- 
surrection among the prisoners. 

Among 341 prisoners, among whom are 
many of the most desperate‘criminals un- 
hung, there is always the possibility that 
a few of the more daring may incite their 
companions to an uprising. With the small 
force in the jail it would be a compara- 
tively easy matter for the prisoners to 
overpower the guards when they are let 
out of their cells. 

Even without a concerted effort to break 
out the present crowded condition of the 
jail taxes the vigilance of the guards and 
allows ample opportunity for shrewd pris- 
oners to plan escape by stealth. 

Jailer Wagner has instructed: his guards 
to use redoubled vigilance, especially at 
night and during the exercise hour. He an- 
}ticipates no serious trouble, but is very 
anxious to get rid of some of the superfluous 
prisoners. 

On Monday, Wednesday, Friday and Sun- 
day, which are ‘visiting days’’ at the jail, 
there is an enormous jam of people within 
the screen, all anxious to see and converse 
with their imprisoned friends. The visitors 
are let into the screen in three relays, at 
intervals of a half hour each, and even then 
not all of them are able to gain admittance. 
This adds to the work of the jailer and 
his guards, as it is necessary to keep a 
close watch upon these callers to see that 
they do not pass anything contraband in to 
the prisoners. 

Of the 341 prisoners now tin jail 317 are 
men: 215 white and 102 negroes. There are 
two white women and twenty-two negresses.

The 
supposition is that Mead killed Mrs, Chapin 
and himself, but at present the facts in the 
ease are not known.

Redmond awoke and found his wife and a 
neighbor in a heated discussion near his 
bedside. The visitor fled when the master 
of the house arose from his couch. 

The dreamer was mad. He had no objec- 
tion to neighborly fights, but he drew the 
line on disturbing his dreams. He called his 
wife to account and she ‘“‘sassed’’ him, 
Grabbing a chair Redmond hit her a clip 
over the head, laying her scalp @pen. 

She ran bleeding to the police station and 


told her story. Redmond was arrested and 
she was carted off to the Dispensary, where 
her wound was dressed.

TAMPERED WITH. 


THE UNDERGROUND SERVICE CO. 
HAS AN ENEMY. 


THE POLICE ARE PUZZLED. 


President Charles Sutter Complains, 
but the Mysterious Person Who 
—~ Does the Mischief Is-Undetected. 


Charles Sutter, President of the St. Louls 
Underground Service Co., has notified the 
Chief of Police that somebody has been 
tampering with the company’s conduits. 

He says that within a few days a number 
of the coverings to manholes leading into 
the conduits have been removed. He calls 
the attention of the chief to the fact that 
his company is required by the city under 
the terms of a $25,000 bond to keep the man- 
holes covered so as to prevent accidents. 
He asks the police along athe route of 
the subway to arrest anyone tampering 
with the manhole coverings unless they 
show a permit from the company. 

Just who is tampering with the conduits 
is a mystery to the company. The manhole 
cover at Broadway and Olive street was re- 
moved early Thursday morning. A police- 
man was present. The man who opened 
the conduit told the officer that he was an 
employe of the Underground Service Co. ° 

few hours later a messenger rushed 
into Mr. Sutter’s office in the Laclede Build- 
ing and told him the manhole in the alley 
back of the building was open; 

Mr. Sutter went down and found the man- 
hole open and the cover lying near it. Ex- 
am:nation showed that the waterproof ma- 
terial on the lower side of the cover had 
been damaged in removing it. 

Mr. Sutter is highly indignant. It has 
been suggested. that the depredations are 
the work of rival wire using companies, but 
Mr. Sutter says he has no idea who is tam- 
pering with the company’s property. He 
promises to make it hot for the guilty par- 
ties if he learns their identity. He has 
notified the Board of Public Improvements, 
and asks the board to co-operate with the 
palice in ferreting out the offenders.

FIRST FEMALE LAWYER IN THE

APPOINTED -BY THE JUDGE. 


Jennie St. John and Other Prisoners 
Arraigned to Plead on 
Indictments.

Miss Daisy Barbee will defend Jennie St. 
John in Judge Zachritz’s court. 

Jennie was among the prisoners arraigned 
Saturday to plead to indictments. She was 
weeping bitterly and said she wasn't guilty 
and thad no counsel. 

She was a dining-room girl at the 8t. 
Louis Hotel, and was arrested for stealing 
table linen and silverware. 

Judge Zachritz established a precedent in 
her case by appointing a woman to defend 
her. Miss Barbee, who was recently en- 
rolled as an attorney in the Criminal 
Courts, was appointed to look after Jennie’s 
case. This will be the first case in the his- 


tory of the St. Louis Criminal Court in 
which a woman appears as counsel. The 
ag appointed Mr. Barbee associate coun- 
sel. 

Charles Locke, indicted for arene larceny, 
pleaded not guilty. He said he had em- 
ployed John T. Murphy to defend him. 
Judge Zachritz mumbled something about 
“competent counsel” and said he would not 
permit him to go to trial without a lawyer 
of standing to appear for him and appointed 
John C. Robertson. 

Jacob Fischel, charged with assault to 
kill, ae not guilty to both counts. 

David M. Haynes, ex-Claim Agent of the 
Cotton Belt, who has nineteen indictments 
against him for forgery, pleaded not guilty. 

Edward Hopewell, colored, pleaded guilty 
to grand larceny and was given a two- 
years’ penitentiary sentence. 

Rudolph Brandt pleaded guilty to the 
charge of assault to rob and took two years. 

Rufus Harmon, colored, on his plea of 
guilty to the charge of grand larceny, took 
a two-years’ sentence. 

Ben Porter and William Sheppard, on the 
charge of burglary, were given three-year 
sentences. 


NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION.

CITY COUNSELOR’S 
WIDENING TWELFTH STREET. 


ORDINANCE ONLY AUTHORIZES. 


Mr. Marshall Says the Mandamus Pro- 


ceedings by Interested Property 
Holders Will Avail Nothing. 


It will take more than an ordinance, old 
or new, to widen Twelfth street, if the 
view of City Counselor Marshall is taken 
by the courts. 

He says the ordinance under which man- 
damus proceedings were begun against him 
in the Circuit Court Friday has been re- 
pealed. Even if it had not he could not 
be compelled to enforce it unless it was 
clearly shown to be a public necessity. 
The Counselor knew the suit was going to 


be rome and is preenzed to fight it. 

“In 4,” he said, “an ordinance was 
assed directing the nd Commisisoner_to 
gin proceedings to widen the street. For 
some reason he did not do so. 

‘The present charter, adopted in 1876, abol- 
ished the office of Land Commissioner. Sec- 
tion 4 of article 16 provided that all ordin- 
ances to open, widen or extend streets un- 
der which proceedi ad not been begun 
at the time the charter was adopted should 
be repealed. Suits then pending before the 
Land Commissioner were to be continued by 
the City Counselor. 

“F. A. Drew, W. W. Culver and others 
who have an interest in the matter claim 
that some step was taken which amounted 
to the bringing of a suit. A plat was made, 
I believe, but no suit was ever brought. 
“Even if the old ordinance were in effect 
or a new one should be passed, the city 
would be under no obligations to open the 
street. That is a governmental question in 
which the city has the right to exercise its 
discretion. 

“An ordinance to open or widen a street 
is only an authorization to do so. There 
are scores of ordinances on the books for 
opening streets which have never been put 
en effect because it was not deemed ex- 
ent. 
“The city has no right to condemn pri- 
vate property for such a purpose unless it 
can clearly show that there is a public ne- 
cessity for {t. We have to go into court 
and prove that necessity. I never begin an 
action of that kind without being fortified 
with a certification from the Street Com-

OVER THE UNIVERSITY ENDOW- 
MENT BILL. 


THE MEASURE RECOMMITTED. 


Regarded as a Victory for the Bill, as 
the Opposition Voted 
Solidly. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 20.—The friends 
Of the University endowment bill are claim- 
ing a victory in ths recommitment of the 
measure to the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House yesterday afternoon. Every 
friend of the bill voted to recommit it, and 
they were aided by several members who 
had been expected to oppose the bill on a 


test vote. 

The bill was recommitted for the purpose 
of gaining time in the hope that more votes 
might ‘be gained after the committee has 
taken further action on the measure. 

The committee will amend the bill so as to 
provide that tuition in the academic and 
egricultural departments will be made free. 
This amendment is along the line suggest- 
ed by Gov. Stephens in his message on the 
subject sent to the Legislature day before 
yesterday. One of the chief objections to 
the bill raised by rural members was that 

oung men not well provided with funds 

ound it exceedingly difficult to obtain a 
university education under the present re- 
gime. The amendment to be made by the 
committee is expected to remove this ob; 
jection. 

The Farmers’ Club, which was organized 
@ week or so ago, first made itself manifest 
in the opposition to this bill. The club 
caucused on the measure ard by a vote of 
$2 to 3 agreed to oppose the bill, and the 
‘club’ was a solid wall in all the fight, and 
the members showed in their confidence 
that they knew they had an organized vote 
behind them in the opposition to the bill. 

The fight over this bill was the hottest 
of the session so far. It lasted a day and 
a half, and during that time nearly every 
member who has any oratorical aspirations 
aired his views on the subject. 

In his speech Thursday Speaker Farris 
suggested that the bill needed some amend- 
ments, and the friends of the bill concluded 
that it would be best to recommit it so 
that it could be amended in order to get 
it in a shape that would develop the least 
opposition. 

After the orators had tired themselves out 
Rutledge of Lawrence made a motion that 
the bill be recommitted to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. Martin of Barton was 
afraid that some of the opponents of the 
bill would not understanfl that this motion 
came from the friends of the measure. He 
led the fight of the opposition, and be- 
lieved that the bill could be killed right then 
and there. After the motion to recommit 
had been made he rose to ask that all those 
opposed to the passage of the biil vote 
against recommitment. This put it upon 
a@ test vote, and when the House by a vote 
of 70 to 61 decided to recommit the bill the 
friends of the measure were triumphant. It 
is claimed by all the friends of the Uni- 
‘versity that if the bill passes the House 


7 it will have easy sailing in the Senate.

ring the last campaign Senator Hohen- 
echil€ was annoyed by a number of slan- 
derous stories circulated just before elec- 
tion. The slanderous circulars were sent 
all over his district, and a man who is now 
in jail at Jefferson City was hired on the 
day before election to make an affidavit 
that Hohenschild had made a speech in 
favor of capital removal. This affidavit, it 
was intended, should have been published in 
a Jefferson City paper, and it was expected 
that it would defeat him for the office. The 
publication was prevented and Mr. Hohen- 
schild was elected. With an idea, however, 
of preventing any other candidate from suf. 
fering from the peculiar annoyances of his 
own campaign Senator Hohenschild drafted 
the bill which was ordered engrossed. 

The bill provides that no newspaper shall 


. print any slanderous statement about a can- 


didate for political office or even accuse him 
of party disloyalty within ten days of elec- 
tion. It also contains a provision against the 
een of slanderous campaign litera- 
ure : 


Senator orn made a bitter attack upon 
the measure. He pointed out that the ibe! 
laws of the State are sufficiently stringent 
to protect everybody, and that whatever is 
to be said about a candidate for office should 
be made public before the election. He said 
that the freedom of the press was one of the 
greatest prides of our form of government, 
and that the measure was a Fetie misde- 
meanor act hitting at a matter of much more 
importance than the author of the bill 
seemed to realize. 

Senator Davisson and others also spoke 
against the bili, but as a compliment to 
Senator Hohenschild, the Senators did not 
kill the bill, thus early.in life, and allowed it 
to go to engrossment. Some of the best law- 
fers upon the floor of the Senate who voted 
or the engrosement of the bill say that even 
if the act should pass it would be unconsti- 
tutional,

the old crater. The last great outbreak was 
in 1860, when much _ devastation. was 
wrought.

OPPOSITION IN THE. HOUSE. 


Question Raised Whether Illinois 
Should Be Taxed $2,000 a 
Day for the Circus.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Feb. 20.—There is no 
certainty that the House will concur in the 
Senate joint resolution providing for the 
adjournment of the Legislature frofn Feb. 
26 to March 9, ‘The resolution will come up 
Wednesday as a special] order and there will 
be a nasty fight made on it by Mr. Merriam 
and Mr. Needles, both Republicans. The 
proposed adjournment is to allow the mem- 
bers an opportunity to go down to Wash- 
ington and see President-elect McKinley in- 
ducted into office. Mr. Merriam insists that 
any member who wants to attend the $50,000 
affair has a perfect right to do so, but he 
maintains that it is a willful waste of time 
to adjourn for a week. The _ Legisla- 
lature costs the taxpayers of Illinois over 
$2,000 a day and for over a month, the time 
it has been in session, practically nothing 
has been done. The country members, rep- 
resenting the Republican majority, are gall- 


ing under the restraint of work, but the 
Cook County members have been working 
their old game of delay. 

On top of all this indifference to work 
comes this proposed adjournment and junk- 
et. The resolution went through the Sen- 
ate like oil, it rere, | offered by Senator 
Morrison, who, together with Dwyer, Mc-

DRAINAGE VUANAL. 


Trowbridge’s Bill for the Protection of 
the People. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 20.—Representa- 
tive Trowbridge of Marseilles has intro- 
duced a bill which it is said will be urged 
by members representing the Illinois Valley 
districts. The bill amends Section 27 of the 
Chicago drainage law. This section, as it 
now stands, provides that when the drain- 
age channel shall be completed, it shall be 
the duty of the trustees of the drainage dis- 


trict to duly notify the Governor of that 
fact, and the Governor shall thereupon ap- 
point three c.-:mmissioners, who shall cause 
a survey to be made to ascertain whether 
or not the channel has been construeted in 
aecordance with the law. No water or 
sewage shal! be turned Into the channel un- 
til this commission reports to the Governor, 
and if the law has not been carried out the 
trustees may be enjoined from turning in 
the water or sc wage. 

Mr. Trowbridge’s bill makes no change 
whatever in this provision, but goes further 
and provides’ that after the water 
or sewage shall have been turned 
into the channel, the Governor 
shall appoint a permanent commis- 
sion, consisting of three persons, one of 
whom shall be a resident of Joliet, or be- 
tween that city and La Sale, one a resident 
of La Salle, or between that city and Peorla, 
and one a resident of Peoria,or between that 
city and the mouth of the Illinots River. 
These commissioners shall hold their office 
for four years. 

It is made their duty to inspect the drain- 
age channel at least once every year, to 
ascertain whether or not there is a full 
compliance with the provision of the drain- 
age law that “‘such channel shall be made 
and kept of such size and in such condi- 
tion that it will produce and maintain at 
all times a continuous flow of not less than 
2.000 cubic feet of water per minute for 
each 100.000 of the population of such dis- 
trict at a current of not more than three 
miles per hour.” 

In case there is a non-compliance with 
this part of the law, a court of chancery 
may restrain the trustees of the drainage 
district from further use of the channel 
until the flow of water shall be increased 
to the proper volume. The commissioners 
are to be paid $10 a day for the time actu- 
ally employed. Annual reports are to be 
made to the Governor.

Some Startling Facts aud Figures Pro- 
duced by Ex-Gov. Altgeld in 
an Open Letter. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Feb. 20.—Ex-Gov. Altgeld, 
in an open letter to Judge Carter, reiterates 
his charges that gross frauds were com- 
mitted by Republicans at the November elec- 
tion, and gives startling figures to sustain 
his assertions, He reviews the censuses, gOv-

PARIS. Feb.,20.—Fifteen hundred students 
met at alace Pantheon last night anda 
crossed the Seine, in spite of the police, who 
attempted to bar the way. The students 
paraded the boulevard briskly, shouting, 
“Vive Greece! Abas Turkey!” 

Violent collisions with the police, who 
forced the students back in various direc- 
tions, occurred. Many persons received. 
trifling injuries. Altogether nearly 100 ar- 
rests were made. The diserder continued 
until late, especially in the Latin Quarter. 
The outbreak was renewed at Place Sor- 
bonne. The mob invaded the terrace and 
Cafe Harcourt. Customers were jostled and 
compelled to take refuge inside the restau- 
rant. One of the students has one leg 
broken and a commercial traveler receiv 
injuries to the head. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—At a public meeting 
in London last night for the purpose of ex- 
ressing sympathy with the Cretans, a Lord 
Byron society was organized. 
Prof. James Bryce, former President of 
the Board of Trade, presided. Mr. Herbert 
Gladstone, Rev. Canon W. P. Warburton, 
Dean of Winchester, and others were in at- 
tendance. The Rt. Hon. William B. Glad- 
stone wired from the south of France de- 
nouncing the use of force against Greece. 
A resolution inviting aid for the Cretan 
refugees was adopted. 


LONDON, Feb. 20.—A dispatch to_ the 
Times from Vienna says that the Neue 
Freie Presse published a report from Sa- 
lonica, dated Pusey, to the effect that a 
collision has occurred between the Turkish 
soldiers for the Greek insurgents at Nasz- 
litza, near the Greek frontier. The Turks 
were defeated with losses and withdrew to 
fetch re-enforcements. 

According to the account received by the 
Neue Freie Presse, the Governor of Salo- 
nica has ordered troops to the point where 
the disturbance took place. The population 
along the Greek frontier is eagerly await- 
ing the signal to rise against the Turks.

A GOOD SCHEME 


DELEGATE SULLIVAN ON HGHIS 
PLAN FOR LIGHTING. 


STREET RAILWAY MEN COLD. 


They Don’t Seem to Appreciate the 
Beauties of the Scheme, but — 
Sullivan Is Hopeful. 


Delegate D. J. Sullivan of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward is not discouraged by the lack 
of appreciation some street railroad people 
show of his bill to permit them to do pri- 
vate electric lighting and heating, He is 
assured that not all of them are insensible 
to the advantages which the bill would con- 
fer, and declares he will introduce it as 
soon as he obtains an opinion from City 
Counselor Marshall. 

He wants the City Counselor to tell him 
whether he Gan fix the price of such service 
in the bill. As soon as he finds out he will 
draw up the bill and present it. 

He says he received assurances from the 
head of one large street railway system be- 
fore he began work on the bill that if it 
was passed its provisions would be taken 
advantage of. He ‘has also received encour- 


agement from several others. Who these 
are he declines to state without first ob- 
taining their permission. He goes so far, 
though, as to state that the northern part 
of the city and Carondelet will probably 
have the benefit of cheaper service. 

The South St. Louis Improvement Associa- 
tion is taking a deep interest in the matter 
and other plans for securing better lighting 
down there are held in abeyance pending ac- 
tion on the bill. 

Sullivan does not think the objections to 
the plan are well grounded. 

“Tt is claimed,”’ he said “‘that the serv ce 
would not be satisfactory, by reason of the 


unequal demands on the machinery, caused | 


by many cars starting up at the same time. 
I am not an electrician, but I am told that 
a-separate wire could be carried alongside 
the feed wire for supplying pr.vate cus- 
tomers. The manager of one road told me 
they had three or four times as much 
power as was required to run their cars. 

“My first idea was to only give them the 
right to furnish electricity for light, but 
may be I will include heat. 

“The idea was original with me, but I did 
not conclude to put it into effect unti] I had 
talked with experts. I satisfied myself that 
the plan was entirely feasible. 

“You see, we only want electric lights at 
night. The heaviest part of the street car 
traffic is over by 7 o’clock. In the summer 
the lights would not: be needed until after 
that hour. I am satisfied any of the com- 
panies has enough surplus electricity to 
supply all who would want electric lights 
in a manner as satisfactory as they are now 
being served. _ 

“Even if a separate wire were used the 
cost would be trifling. The company would 
only have to purchase the wire and string 
it. There seems no hope for the Edison 
monopoly to be broken by new companies. 
By the.time they build an expensive plant 
and put up poles and wires, they cannot 
cut the price very much. And when they 
do it is not long until the new company 
is in the combine. 

“A great many people have told me the 
idea is a good one, and I know it will be 
a good thing for the people. I will do all 
I can to secure its passage.”

FORCED TO SELL PAPERS TO KEEP 
FROM STARVING. 


ADMITS ITS  UNFEMININE. 
But No More So, She Pathetically 
Adds, Than Suicide or Star. 
vation. 


The women who sell newspapers on street 
corners are a peculiar lot. Some belong to 
the chronic poor—the kind who wouldn’t 
be content in any other lot. Others are 
of the professional poor, whose misery is 
a part of their business. Within the last 
two weeks a woman newspaper vender has 
appeared in the down town streets who 
belongs to neither class. A glance at her 
tells that poverty is an unused condition. 
Her timidity, her awkwardness, her utter 
inability to cope with bustling and selfish 
business rivals shows that her occupation 


is a last resort against starvation. 

The woman’s story is a pitiful one, but it 
is one of a hundred others that have come 
to light since the cold spell set in. 

he comes of a good Southern family, 
She is a graduate of one of the most noted 
colleges in the South. She never knew 
what it was to work for a living until 
a *~- life a4 

‘hen her husband died four “years 
he left her a little money. She was oe 
yet forty years of age, a strong woman. 
There was no prospect of the money last- 
ing until the end of her days. She went 
West and located in Talequah, I. T., just 
at the beginning of the boom. Instead of 
profiting she saw nearly all of her little 
fortune swept away. 

Two years ago she came to St. Louis. 
She could not get work in the stores. 
With her education she thought she might 
secure employment as a teacher or gOV- 
erness. She could get no work in this 
line. Her last recourse was her needle. 
She was not an expert seamstress, but she 
could do fancy work. What little plain 
sewing and embroidery she could get to 
do kept her from actual want until fast 
mbes | Her household goods which were 
stored might have proved a source of rev- 
enue when the pinch of want came, were 
destroyed by the tornado. With the hard 
times that followed that disaster came a 
loss of employment. She fell behind in her 


_rent and her landlady’s circumstances were 


sO poor that she left, preferring to live in 
the streets rather than be qa burden on a 
woman almost as poor as herself. 

She found a place at. 609 North Twelfth 
street where she could get a room for $1 
a week. She hadn’t the money to pay in 
advance, but she obtained shelter and then 
sat down to think how she would earn that 
pittance. 

Her story is most effectively told in her 
own words: “I read with tnterest that arti- 
cle in a Sunday Post-Dispatch where the 
rich men of the city told what they would 
do if suddenly reduced to poverty. It was 
not a hypothetical question with me. I 
was impressed by the statement of one 
man who said he would sell papers. 

It had never occurred to me that there 
was any profit in that business. I had seen 
wrecks of womanhood standing with their 
papers on corners, but their appearance did 
not betoken success, atill it might be possi- 
ble to make something out of it, and as I 
had exhausted every other resource I re- 
solved to make the attempt. 

‘Unfeminine? Of course, it is. 
ize it more keenly than myself: It were 
better probably to hang myself or starve, 
but hanging and starving are not essen- 
a feminine, so I elected to be unfem- 

‘“My first effort was with the afternoon 
papers. Taking ten papers I sallied forth. 
Up one block and down another I walked 
only to meet a ‘blind stare as I timidly 
held out the paper..,Not a paper did I sell 
the whole afternoof, The next day I suc- 
ceeded In disposing’ ®f three dozen, but it 
was dreadful work, walking through the 
on and-slush half dead with cold and fa- 

“On every corner was some one with pa- 
pers. The lame and the blind and multi- 
plied forms of the afflicted constituted an 
army of competitors which made my hear?f 
ache. I was compelled to stand my ground; 
~~ would soon be as helpless as the low- 

“T never Iingered near the afflicted, yet 
there were so many able-bodied men and 
boys to step ahead of me it was slow busi- 
ness. I did not know how it was, but 
every one seemed to have the advantage of 
me. I was always behind. 

I always waited until the rush was over 
to get supplies, but one day I determined to 
be among the early birds, so I went in 
with the crowd to secure the first edition. 
A motley crew clamoring to get the first 
papers terrified me. It really seemed that 
they would knock each other down. But 
for the presence of a tall policeman, I an: 
sure a fight would have resulted from their 
eagerness to be the first supplied. I could 
only look on in wonder that men could so 
nearly approach wild animals in the mad 
scramble for a few pennies. It was dis- 
couraging, but I could not falter in takings 
my place in their ranks. It would be use- 
less to recount the experiences of all the 
weary hours, I could tell of well-dressed 
men taking papers and when one was 
cropped in the mud and ruined, pitching i? 
back to me and paying for only one. 

This and similar incidents occurred sO 
often I ceased to be surprised at the heart- 
lessness and penuriousness of the stch. 

Only one gentleman of all the throngs 
that passed me seemed to see beneath the 
exterior and perceive that I was out of my 
element. ‘Madam, how is it that you must 
sell these papers?’ he exclaimed, as he 
dropped a quarter and did not wait for 
change, 

“I could only reply I could get no other 
employment, and I am only one of scores in 
a similar condition, fallen by the wayside, 
of whom the world takes no more notice 
than sO many burned out candles. 

It-would be easy enough to endure the 
pangs of hunger and cold were it not for the 
paralyzing effect on brain and body disa- 

ling one to cope with the well-fed in the 
struggle for existence.” 

I ought not to talk of my misery, when 
there are so many others who are as desti- 
tute, if not more so, than myself. It is a 
sad commentary on the way ‘solid St. Louis’ 
is yg 3 after her own.

THE TRUSTS WILL REIGN. 


Whatever modicum of doubt may have 
remained as to Mr. McKinley's subserv- 
iency to the Trusts will be removed by 
the appointment of J. J. McCook of New 
York to any place in the Cabinet and par- 
ticularly to the post of’ Attorney-General, 

One of the established facts concerning 
the recent visit.of John S. Searles of the 
Sugar Trust to Canton is that he went 
there to urge the appointment of Col. 
McCook to the Cabinet. At that time 
the Sugar Trust was being cornered by 
the Lexow investigating committee. The 
extent and the method of its operations 
were being disclosed, and it had become 
imperatively necessary to safeguard its 
interests from attack by the Federal 
Government. Secretary Searles made a 
hurried and mysterious visit to Canton 
to urge upon McKinley the appointment 
of McCook. Doubtless the assurance that 
McCook would be appointed was given 
him, and he returned to New York con- 
vinced that with the Trust attorney of 
the greatest ability and most extensive 
practice in the country at the head of 
the Department of Justice or at the Cab- 
inet table the Trusts will have nothing to 
fear. 

The Sugar Trust could not be assured 
of more faithful service if it had been 
able to put Mr. Havemeyer himself in the 
Cabinet. In fact, Col. McCook will, be- 
cause of his larger. ability, be a more 
efficient representative of the Trusts than 


Havemeyer could have been.

FEES AND SALARIES. 


Early in the present session of the 
Missouri Legislature Gov. Stephens, in 
an official message, recommended that 
the Excise Commissioner, Coal Oil In- 
spector, Sheriff and Probate Judge in St. 
Louis be placed on salaries instead of on 
fees, 

Very soon afterward bills were intro- 
duced carrying out these recommenda- 
tions in the case of Excise Commissioner 
and Coal Oil Inspector, and within the 
last few days a similar bill placing the 
Probate Judge on a salary has been intro- 
duced. The enormous fees of that office 
have been so out of proportion to its real 
duties and responsibilities that the meas- 
ure will probably meet but little opposi- 
tion. 

But with the great office of Sheriff, one 
of the most remunerative in the official 
list, nothing has yet been done. This is 
the more difficult to understand, as that 
Office is filled by a Republican. A Demo- 
cratic Legislature certainly cannot be 
expected to confine its retrenchment to 
offices held by Democrats and to divest 
Democratic officials of perquisites which 
Republican officers are allowed to retain. 

The Post-Dispatch suggests, as an ad- 
ditional field for the exercise of legisla- 
tive authority, the office of Public Ad- 
ministrator of St. Louts. That officer 
now collects fees far in excess of $3,000 
per annum as compensation for his offi- 
cial duties. The office is one which can- 
not be overlooked in any fair plan of sav- 
ing to the people the thousands of dollars 
which now go into the pockets of office- 
holders.

There is a well-known fallacy expressed 
by logicians as “post hee ergo propter hoc’ 
under which this trust argument comes. 
The fact that a certain situation follows a 
certain action does not necéssarily prove 
that one is the effect and the other the 
cause. Yet in discussion of economic ques. 
tions this assumption, however fallacious, 
is often made. Because the United States 
under the gold standard is great and pow- 
erful and Mexico with a silver standard is 
weak, we are told that it is the gold stand- 
ard alone that makes ours the superior na- 
tion. Because under protection our in- 
dustries have multiplied,we are assured that 
but for protection we should have had no 
factories. Because oil is cheaper now than 
when the Standard Oil Trust was formed, 
Wwe are asked to bel'eve the $75,000,000 made 
by the President of that trust in thirty 
years is merely the just and reasonable 
compensation of a man who has served hig 
fellows well by reducing the price of a ne- 
cessity of life. 

Arguments of this sort are fallacious, be- 
cause they ignore many of the conditions 
affecting the problem. Sugar is cheaper 
/than before the formation of the trust, but, 
as was shown in the testimony of Mr. 
Searles, the price to the consumer has not 
fallen in proportion to the fall in the price 
of the raw material. Moreover, the last few 
years have been an era of falling prices, 
and the figures show the articles dealt in by 
trusts to have been cheapened, when at all, 
in less degree than the products subject to 
free competition: Furthermore, it is demon- 
strated that sugar, oil, meats and the like 
trust-controlled products decreased in cost 
| more readily while freely produced and sold 
than they have since. It was to check that 
cheapening process, resulting from free 
competition, that the trusts were formed. 

Monopoly means low prices to all who Sell 


to the monopolist, and high prices to all 
who buy of him. The purpose of the trust 
is monopoly with all it implies.

MISSOURI SENATORS INVITED. 


Martin Julian Accuses Corbett of Mak- 
ing Preparations to Stop 
the Fight.

CARSON CITY, Nev., Feb. 20.—The situa- 
tion here is unchanged.

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MISSOURI MUST 
BE REPRESENTED, 


TENNESSEE CENTENNIAL AN IM- 
PORTANT EXPOSITION. 


ST. LOUIS IS INTERESTED. 


Unless the State Is Properly Repre- 
sented at Nashville Much 
Trade Will Be Lost. 


The representative business men who de- 
sire that St. Louis ané@the State of Missouri 
shall be well representated at the Tennes- 
see Centennial Exposition are using every 
means to make the consummation of their 
plans possible. 

The Exposition opens at Nashville on May 
i and there is little time in which to ar- 
range preliminaries, but the ger.tlemen who 
have the matter in hand are confident that 
with the co-operation of the Stats Legis- 
Jature it will be possibie to provide an ex- 


hibit which will be a credit to Missouri, 

A bill providing for the a propriation of 
$35,000 for the erection of a Missouri build- 
ing at the Exposition is now before the Leg- 
isiature. It has not been taken up and the 
solons at Jeffersons City apparently will 
not consider it unless pressure 1s brought to 
to bear. 

According to local merchants the import- 
ance of having an adequate display of Mis- 
sourl products cannot be over-estimated. 
Such a display the say would be of great 
advantage to St. Louis, which is 0 ening up 
a rich field of commerce in the outh and 

outheast. 
ee Manufacturers’ Association is play- 
ing an important part in the movement. At 
the meeting of the Executive Council Sat- 
urday afternoon the association will take 
gteps to bring the matter before the atten- 
tion of the Legislature. The Council will 
probably send a representative of the asso- 
ciation to Jefferson City to present reasons 
why the State should appropriate sufficient 
money for a Missouri exhibit at the Ten- 
nessee Centennial. 

Secretary Tom L. Cannon of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association has been ae 
data showing the important bearing suc 
an exhibit would have on St. Louis trade. 

He said: “One of the reasons why St. 
Louis and the State at large should be we!l 
represented at the Centennial is this: The 
country to the West and Northwest of us 
has been largely made competitive terri- 
tory, in some instances to our detriment, by 
the fact that Chicago roads and Chicago 
capitalists have heavy interests there. This 
has lessened St. Louis’ scope in that direc- 
tion. But to the South and Southeast of us 
lies territory uwqually as good, which should 
be ours commercially. 

“This territory has not been cultivated as 
it should be and yet St. Louis shipments 
into it have shown an enormous increase 
in recent years. 

“In 1886 eastbound shipments of freight 
from St. Louis amount to 1,628,530 tons. 
In 1896 they amounted to 2,825,077 tons, an 
increase in ten years of 1,196,547 tons. Ninety 
per cent of this fraight went to: Southern 
and Southeastern points and nearly 100 per 
cent of the increase went there. 

“During the same period the westbound 
shipments showed an increase of 1,559,717 
tons. This looks like a larger increase, but 
it must be remembered that this tonnage in- 
cludes coal, mostly from Illinois mines, and 
includes also the products consumed in St. 
Louis. St. Louis has every reason to culti- 
vate the South and Southeast. In aJjl the 
territory south of the Ohio River all the 
railroads give us a St. Louis bill of lading 
and the bridge arbitrary is absorbed. 

“Thts applies on 75 per cent of the South- 
ern and Southeastern shipments from S8t. 
Louis over the Louisville & Nashville, Illin- 
ois Central, Mobile & Ohio, Louisville 
Evansville & St. Louis and the Louisville, 
Henderson & St. Louis. Much of the com- 
mercial: territory which St. Louis ought to 
command is now enjoyed by Chicago, cin- 


~ ati and Eastern cities, though it is nearer 


St. Louis, and the merchants would rather 
buy in our market if they had a better idea 
of the nature and scope of our output. 

“A good display at Nashville will direct 
the attention of the buyers in this splendid 
territory to Missouri, and especially to St. 
Louis, the great distributing point for Mis- 
souri products. 

“An adequate display cannot be made un- 
less Missouri has a separate building. Even 
the far Eastern States will be on the ground 
to claim the attention of the merchants of 
the great Southeast. They will have sep- 
arate buildings, many of them very costly. 

“Missouri cannot afford to hide her light 
under a bushel by renting a portion of the 
quarters provided by another State. 

“The appropriation asked is very modest, 

he building need not be costly. Missotri will 

ave something bésides the architecture of 
its building to attest its resources and the 
excellence of its varied products.”’ 


SQUATTER SOVEREIGNTY. 


Judge Peabody Fines Mary Duff $50 
for Refusing to Move. 


-.Mary Duff, who has given the police more 
trouble during the past twenty years than 
any other dozen offenders in this city, was 
fined $59 Saturday morning by Judge Pea- 
body on a charge of trespass. Mary occu- 
pied the premises at 920 Locust street, the 
property of the Noonan Real Estate Com- 
pany, and for three months refused to pay 
rent. Mr. Noonan was unable to oust her 
by the ordinary civil process of the Jus- 
tice’s coyrts, so he had to call the police.

FELL DOWN THE 
ELEVATOR SHAFT. 


JOHN GAVIGAN, A PORTER, WAS 
INSTANTLY KILLED. 


HE STRUCK ON HIS HEAD. 


Fatal Accident at the Scudder-Gale 
Grocer Company in the Cup- 
ples Block. 


John Gavigan, a porter for the Scudder- 
Gale Grocer Co. in the Cupples block, fell 
from the seventh floor of the building down 
the elevator shaft Saturday morning and 
was instantly killed. His body was fright- 
fully mangled. ; 
No one saw the accident, as Gavigan was 
the only person on the floor at the time. A 
crash was heard in the basement and an in- 
vestigation disclosed the dead body at the 
foot of the shaft. 
Gavigan was 28 years old and married. 
He lived with his wife at 1410 North Twen- 
tieth street. Saturday morning he went to 
work as usual at 7 o’clock. Shortly before 
8 he went up on the seventh floor to over- 
haul some stock. No one noticed his ab- 
sence. The clerks were all busy on the of- 
fice floor, when they were startled by the 
sound of a heavy fallin the basement. Ev- 
ig’ bons umped up. 

ouis Frahm and Charles Dunsford ran to 
the’ basement. They saw that the elevator 
was at some of the upper floors. Looking 
into the bottom of the shaft, they saw the 
bleeding body of a man. A second glance 
told them that it was Gavigan’s. 
Assistance was called and the body moved. 
Life was already extinct. Death had been 
instantaneous. he skull was crushed in 
and the neck broken. The man must have 
landed head first. 
Officers Keany and Tierney were notified 
of the accident and went to the building. 
They found the elevtor above the sevent 
floor. It is thought by those connected with 
the firm that Gavigan had been pulling the 
elevator up from his position on the seventh 
floor. They think he drew it past the floor 
level and, in trying to step into it, slipped 
in some way and plunged through the in- 
tervening space. 
The guard gate had been removed by him, 
showing that he had intended to board the 
elevator. 
After permission had been obtained from 
the Coroner, the body was turned over to 
City Undertaker Schawacker and removed 
to the Morgue. The inquest will be held Sat- 
urday afternoon. 
Gavigan had been employed by the Scud- 
der-Gale company about three vears and 
was considered an exemplary workman,

Dr. Boyd Will Not Testify in the Pot- 
ter-Rockefeller Scandal. 


Rev. W. W. Boyd will not be called upon 
to tell what he knows about the fight be- 
tween Rev. D. C. Potter and John D. Rocke- 
feller, which has for some time been excit- 
ing national interest. Dr. Potter came to St.

AN ELMER FARMER ARRESTED 
FOR SEEKING GREEN GOODS. 


WROTE TO THE WRONG MAN. 


The Letter Was Turned Over to the 
Government and Gash Was 
Lured Into Trouble. . 


Deputy Post-office Inspector Paul E. Wil- 
liams returned Saturday from La Plata, Mo., 
having arrested John Gash at that place 
for trying to get rich suddenly at the ex- 
pense of the Government.

Early in Octo Gash decided that farm- 
ing was too slow and that the “‘green goods” 
business was a much quicker route to 
wealth. According to one of his letters that 
led to his downfall, he learned from one 
Jeff Moody of Elmer, where he could procure 
the “‘green goods” and with the counterfit 
money once in his possession he saw no rea- 
son for failure. His letter also contains the 
statement that he had received a small 
quantity of “‘green goods’’ through Moody 
before and had placed it successfully. 

He accordingly wrote a letter to the per- 
son mentioned by Moody,asking for more of 
the “‘phony.”’ This letter he addressed to 
Thomas Phillips, Glenwood, Mo. It was filled 
with protestations of ood faith, oaths of 
secrecy and promise that if Mr. Phillips 
would forward the goods he would pay for it 
at the rate of $0 lawful money for coun- 


terfeit. 

The Thomas Philips who received the let- 
ter was not the Phillips intended by Gash, or 
Moody had deceived him most aint agp 
The letter was turned over to Postmaster 
H. Smith of Glenwood, with the statement 
that Gash was mistaken in his man. 

Smith forwarded. the letter to the Wash- 
ington authorities, who instructed Pest-of- 
fice Inspector Johnston to make a case 
against Gash. Deputy Inspector Williams 
was assigned to the:case and wrote to Gash 
under the name of Thomas Phillips, stating 
that he had removed to St. Louis. 

The answer was encouraging. and after

He instructed Gash to bring all his 
letters with him. ,

MODEL HOSPITAL. 


Physicians Discussing the Erection of 
a Germ-Proof Sanitarium. 


St. Louis physicians are discussing a 
scheme which, if successful, will give the 
city one of the finest hospitals in the 
country. The proposed institution will be 
eight stories high, and will have all modern 
improvements, even to the extent of being 
germ proof. 

The project was first discussed at length

REFORM MEASURES PROJECTED 
AT THE HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


BUSINESS TRAINING FOR BOYS. 


Mrs. Trelease of the Board of Directors 
Will Teach the Girls Cooking 
and Needlework. 


“The inmates of the House of Refuge have 
been treated as if they were prisoners. We 
propose to make them feel that they are 
the wards of the city.” 

This is the way Frank C. Paule speaks of 
the plans of the Board of Directors to make 
the institution less a prison and more a 
reformatory and a school. 

The board will have a special meeting in a 
few days to get into effective sHape an edu- 
cational scheme which has been receiving 
attention for some time. 

Director Paule has long felt that the train- 
ing given the boys and girls, while good in 
its way, did not fit them to hold their own 
in business life. He has evolved a plan to 
give the boys a practical business education. 


A competent instructor will be engaged. All 
branches of business wil] be conducted on 
make-believe basis. There will be a ban 
which will issue currency for circulation 
only in the little refuge world. The boys will 
be taught the value and uses of money, and 
the theory of banking. The simpler details 
of counting-room work will be acquired by 
experience. 

ere will be cuts and pictures of all 
sorts of merchandise and wherever practic- 
able goods will actually be handled, bought 
and sold by the classes. In this way it is 
expected to fit the boys for clerkships and 
familiarize them with all lines of trade. 

At the same time th will be kept fa- 
biliar with the life of city. agg 4 will 
be taught the names of the streets, the lo- 
cation of public buildings and parks, the 
routes of street car lines, _— improve- 
ments going on and everything else which 
they will need to know when they go out 
from the.Refuge to make their own way. 
Attempts are also to be made to build up 
a good library for the use of the inmates. 
There used to be one, but it was allowed to 
become scattered. A donation has n re- 
ceived from the Public School Library, and 
others are solicited from private persons, 
The Directors are just now considering a 
proposition from the Orr Shoe Co, to use 100 
of the boys under contract. It offers to 
pay $1 a week for each of them the first 
year, $1.50 the second, and so on up to $2.50 
per week. The boys used to be employed in 
this way, but for several years no firm has 
made application. 

If the Board members are satisfied that 
the boys are not taken from their studies 
too much the arrangement will probably be } 
made. It is the intention of the company 
to work them seven hours a day. 
soon as the necessary _— work 
is done, a cooking school will be established 
under the direction of Mrs. William Tre- | 
lease of the Board of Directors.
